Gov. Dewey’s constructive criticism of 
this country’s foreign policy is a welcome 
change from the vicious attacks that have 
come from some other members of his 
party in Washington. 

Having twice been defeated by Demo- 
crats for the Presidency, the ‘ast time 
when he was considered a sure winner, 
Gov. Dewey might seem to have more 
reason than most of his Republican col- 
leagues to indulge in heavily partisan 
criticism. That he has not done so, but 
has, on the contrary, called for “immediate 
and sincere restoration of a genuine bi- 
partisan” policy is a credit to him. More- 
over, his foreign policy speech, delivered 
the other night at Princeton, N. J., ihdi- 
cates there is serious soul-searching go- 
ing on among some Republicans as to the 
possible effects of the unbridled and base- 


* less attacks being indulged in on Capitol 


Hill by Sen. McCarthy and other Repub- 
licans. 

We have never thought that the for- 
eign policy should be above criticism. But 
it should be kept above petty political by- 


play. It should never serve as the basis 
for spectacular appeals that have little or 
no founding in fact. That is particularly 
true under conditions such as have exist- 
ed since the war. The need now, as Gov. 
Dewey so aptly said, is for unity. Those 
who jeopardize unity are inviting sus- 
picion, at least, that they are more in- 
terested in their own political future than 
in the future of the country. 


The move of the Democrats to give the 
Republicans a greater voice in foreign af- 
fairs is laudable. Appointment of John 
Foster Dulles and former Sen. Sherman 
Cooper as advisers to the State Depart- 
ment shows the Administration wants to 
heal whatever breach has occurred. 


Gov. Dewey disagrees with certain as- 
pects of our foreign policy, But his objec- 
tions are logically, calmly presented. There 


is no hint of insincerity or of a grand- 


stand play to emotions. He chiefly wants 
the bipartisan policy to work and s¢es 
that it is endangered by some of his own 
colleagues. They ought to take the hint.

Where Government Controls Lead 


The theory behind government con- 
trols is that they assure fair distribution 
of goods. Obviously, controls are neces- 
sary in wartime when only part of the 
production machinery can be used to 
satisfy consumer needs and wants. The 
dilemma to which they lead in peacetime 
is illustrated in the present unhappy po- 
sition of the already uneasy British La- 
bor Government. 


Britain is passing from an era.of acute 
food shortages into one of comparative 
abundance. Aside from tea and sugar, 
available supplies of foods are sufficient 
to give consumers far more than is al- 
lowed under present strict rationing. 


But the Government cannot afford to 
let the people eat. Food subsidies, which 
price foods considerably below their nat- 
ural level, cost the Government millions 
annually. The Government, being hard

pressed, cannot afford to spend more mil- 
lions on subsidies which would result 
from easing rationing restrictions. To 
abolish subsidies would certainly bring 
to a head demands for higher wages. 
Moreover, there are political effects to 
be considered. Another election within 
a few months is a virtual certainty. The 
Labor Government cannot risk any breach 
in the ranks of its labor supporters. And 
it is trying with every device at its com- 
mand to hold the farm vote. 

Controls thus have woven a net from 
which the Labor Government may not be 
able to escape. They have brought on a 
case of the old paradox of poverty in the 
midst of plenty. Though more food is 
available, the British people cannot now 
find a respite from austerity. : Controls 
have begat controls to the degree that the 
Government and the people now are pris- 
oners to them. :

Millions Went Into Wastebaskets 


WASHINGTON—lI wrote a piece once about the Chicago records of the old 
War Assets Administration getting chewed up in an electric fan and thereby elim- 
inating bills to lucky customers for about $2,000,000 worth of surplus goods alreatly 
shipped. This now seems to be small potatoes compared to what the sullen old 
salts of the U. S. Maritime Commission did. 


Sdéme of them thought they were about to be fired in 1946. 
stuffed a few million dollars’ worth of bills in the trash basket. 


This made ’em sore and they 
Some other accounts receivable 


they tucked in an old filing case. Then they seemed to forget about ’em. 


About a year ago the Senate Expenditures 
Committee took a routine look at the books of 
the Government’s sea-going department and dis- 
covered that folks all over the world owed us 
some $25,000,000 for boats sold, ships patched, 
and mails carried. They hadn't paid because the 
Commission never had gotten arourid to sending 
’em bills. The Senators were aghast. They or- 
‘dered an auditor to look over the books and he 
reported that $25,000,000 figure was a mistake. 
‘The Commission. actually had $39,198,850.47 in 
dusty acceunts recievable,; because the Commis- 
sioners hadn’t mailed statements to the custom- 
ers. The Federal mariners hadn’t even figured 
out how much the bills should be. 

You may have seen a smattering of this red- 
fink story: in dispatches about the Committee’s 
formal report to the Senate. Now let us exam- 
ine some of the horrid details. 


The maritime boys told the Senators they 
couldn't send out the bilis because they 
didn’t have enough hired hands. The Sena- 
ters said in words not much more polite, 
nuts. The sea-going auditors sifted through 
their ledgers and discovered money due since 
1942, simply because they’d made no effort 
to collect. 


To date and without hiring any extra book- 
keepers they have sent out bills for $27,072,794.18 
and collected $6,380,497.48. That means we've 
got to dun some of the $21,000,000 in’ slow pay- 
ers. This isn’t going to be easy because a num- 
ber of them are dead. 

The Dominican Republic owes us $40.51 for 
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mails carried a long time ago and kindly will. 


remit. There’s also the little job we did patch- 
ing up the Italian luxury liner Saturnia at a cost 
of $1,829,775.31. The United Nations took this 
de luxe scow from the Italians after the war and 
turned it over to us. Qur Government assigned 
it to the American Export Lines and there’s so 
much white paper tied to this ship now with 
red tape that the experts are trying to figure 
out who is supposed to’ pay what. 


Then there’s an $11,000,000 mixup with 
the Post Office Department over who pays 
for a good many thousands of tons of war- 
time overseas mail, The gents with the 
slide rules and the adding machines are la- 
bering over that one now. They’re also pon- 
dering who should pay $300,000 for fixing up 
some Italian oil tankers and they’re trying 
te wipe off the books $3,045.97 still owed for 
patching some British lend-lease ships. 


As for the babies who stuffed the ledgers in 
the trash, they actually did get fired, though 
none, so far as I know, has been jailed. The 
official report put it gently; it said they crum- 
pled the records and tossed them away because, 
and 1 quote, they resented the impending loss 
of their jobs. 


The Senators, under Clyde Hoey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, had some bitter things to say 
about their discoveries.

Already we notice “demands” and official “re- 
quests” entering into the deals. We complain 
to Great Britain about oil and the partition in Ire- 
land; tell Greece who should be elected—and so 
‘on. It won't be long before we shall be submit- 
ting blueprints to other governments, telling 
them how to run their affairs—or else. The “or- 
else” being, of course, no more money unless 
they comply. 

What we are witnessing on an international 
scale is exattly what is always witnessed within 
a nation when the Government attempts to con- 
trol and e the economy. It starts with 
“directives” and ends with fixed laws and rules.

ABC Logic in Casserole Cooking

Too many women are inclined to overlook the opportunities offered by casserole cook- 
ery. Since casserole dishes do afford such an excellent way to use up left-overs, it 
behooves homemakers to fq@llow certain A B C rules in their preparation. 

Some cooks are.apt to allow the remaining bits of baked ham, a roast, or the dinner 
vegetables to be tossed carelessly into a casserole and as soon as they are heated assume 
that the family will be pleased to see them. 


A word to the wives worth re 
membering is never to allow the 
second curtain call to follow too 
closely the first. If the left-over 
food must be served the next 
meal or the next day, be sure to 
change its form in such a way 
that it becomes a new and tempt- 
ing dish that every one will en- 
joy down to the last morsel. 

In preparing casserole dishes, 
try and combine foods that are 
eontrasting in flavor as well as 
color. Include a little change in 
texture here and there and you 
have the foundation recipe upon 
which you may build many a 
casserole dish that really spells 
good eating. 

Just to refresh your memory 
as to the way foods that lend 
themselves to casserole dishes, 


here are a few of the time hon- 
ered favorites—macaroni prod- 


ucts, rice, potatoes, eggs, cheese, © 


vegetables, fish, and practically 
all types of meats. 

Another good rule is to follow 
in planning the ingredients for 
your casserole is to introduce one 
new food either as a garnish to 
the finished dish, or include it 
as a part of the casserole.

This contrast of textures plays an 
satisfaction derived from a meal. It is one of 


t role in the 
fac- 


tors that make for pleasant eating. A meal with too many 
soft creamy dishes is as unpleasant as a meal totally lacking 


in soft or semisoft food. 


PLAN CONTRAST 


So the several dishes served 
in one course should contrast 
—firm vs. solid, soft vs. crispy, 
creamed vs. fried, and so on. At 
breakfast, cream with firm or 
crackly, crunchy cereal, bacon 
with soft eggs, toast with jelly 


luncheon or dinner needs a 
crunchy something to point up 
the creamy filling. Biscuit top- 
ping on meat pie, browned 
crumbs on the creamed maca- 
roni, crumbled corn flakes on 
the creamed. chicken, or firm- 
textured carrots or celery in the 
creamed egg casserole illustrate 
this contrast rule. Creamed meat 
on toast or in pastry shells, 
crispy bacon with liver and 
sweetbreads, crunchy celery, ap- 
ples, or nuts in a fruit gelatin 
are other good texture combina- 
tions 


Boiled potatoes need a gravy, 
when served with a roast or 
broiled meat. Creamed or 
mashed potatoes go well with 
fried chicken, ham, or other 
firm-textured meat. Braised 
meats, such as Swiss steak, are 
served with a sauce so that the 
vegetables should be _ served 
without sauce. 

Sandwiches are a good ex- 
ample of the need for consider- 
ing variations in textures. With 
melted or grilled cheese sand- 
wiches one expects toast. Salad 
dressings moisten sliced meat. 
Crisp lettuce, sliced firm toma- 
toes, or pickles do wonders for a 
cottage cheese or other soft fill- 
ing. Perhaps the most often 
heard complaint is that the sand- 
wich is too dry but equally dis- 
tasteful is the wilted, overmoist 
variety. 

BREADS OFFER TEXTURE 
VARIETY ‘ 

The choice of different breads 
can easily be a vital point in a 
meal. Should you serve crusty 
hard rolls or soft ones? Should 
the baking powder biscuits be 
small, brown-crusted and tender 
or the tall, softer kind? 

Perhaps the most rigid test of 
a meal would be this: Would the 
meal be interesting even though 
you couldn’t see, taste, or smell 
the food? "Tis an extreme test, 
but contrasting textures do play 
an important part in making any 
meal truly successful.

Beginning next year, béef and 
veal will be the chief source of 
meat supply increases, the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics says.
